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Relying on the kindness of strangers 


Tana Silverland has been relying o 
kindness of strangers since June 2010. 

That's when she packed up her gear and 
began cycling across Canada on a specially 
built tricycle, following an elliptical, wandering 
route, and raising awareness of SOS Children’s 
Villages wherever she has gone. 

Thousands of orphans and abandoned 
children rely on the kindness of strangers 
for their very survival. Silverland decided 
she would do the 1 
same: making no 
reservations, bringing 
along no emergency 
funds or tent, simply 
relying on the 



kindness of strangers 
in every town and 
village that she visits, 
for shelter and food. 

In the 22 months 
and 12,000 kilometres " 
that she’s been on the road, there have been 
“only 2 nights, when I haven’t managed to find 
somewhere to stay.” 

And, she says, “There has never been a single 
moment when I’ve thought. Why am I doing 
this, or can I stop doing this?” 

That’s because Silverland is passionate about 
SOS Children’s Villages. Founded in 1949, SOS 
is the original model of an orphan’s village, 
where a House Mother takes care of a newly- 
created ‘family’ of orphans. 

Silverland began working as a volunteer for 
the organization back in the U.K. "It was so 
evident., there was just something so different 
about the way the staff were thinking,” she says, www.soschildrensvillages.ca for m 


“They were talking more like actual family, 
more like aunts and uncles” than volunteers. 
They were there to take care of “their” children. 
That immediately struck me.” 

Everywhere she’s gone, Silverland talks about 
SOS Children’s Villages. The disheartening 
thing: “almost without question’’ Canadians 
haven’t heard of the charity. 

Her goal, in relying on strangers and spreading 
the word, “is to highlight how difficult it is for 
, hans and people who have 
nothing to survive - and also tc 
highlight how much one person can 
do.” Thinking of all of the children 
in need can be “so overwhelming;” 
the answer is to help one child at 

“Look,” she tells everyone she 
meets, “I am here on behalf of all 
the children you can’t see... You 
don’t have to feed them all. You 
just have to feed one, and make 
sure one child doesn’t go to bed hungry. Just a 
small act can make such a huge difference!” 

Silverland passed through Bradford on March 
25, on her way to Barrie - where she had found 
shelter for the night. She’ll be cycling around 
Lake Simcoe, then back to Toronto, east to the 
Maritimes, then west to Ottawa, where she will 
finally end her trek sometime in November. 

“I’m not a long-distance cyclist It’s not 
anything I was used to,” Silverland says - but 
she is motivated by the cause. “I would not 
have given up 2 and a half years of my life for 
just any charity... It’s all about SOS."
